TRAPPER WHO SHOT ANOTHER 
NOW TRYING TO SAVE HIS LIFE 


Travels 35 Miles to Report to Can- 
adian Mounted Police, Then 
Back to Aid Victim.

WHITECOURT, Alta., Nov. 2. — 
Otto Schmid, trapper, who shot 
Eric Moeller, fellow veteran of the 
German army in the World War, 
in a quarrel, is trying to save his 
victim's life at this snowbound post 
165 miles northwest of Edmonton. 

The shooting occurred last 
Wednesday. Schmid traveled 35 
miles to report it to the Mounted 
Police. Then. he started back, 
driving a dog team across the cold 
plains, to take the wounded man 
to a hospital. 

Schmid and Moeller’ recently 
were involved in a court case over 
thefts from food caches on the 
trap lines. According to police in- 
formation, Schmid, after an argu- 
ment, shot Moeller below the heart. 
Police permitted him to make the 
return trip, in an effort to save 
Moeller’s life. Schmid had ‘been 
48 hours without sleep.

Hotels of that northern city were 
required to withdraw magazines, 
journals, posters and booklets of 
sanctionist countries from their 
reading rooms. 

Italy will direct the same sano 
tions reprisals against France that 
are directed against Britain; not- 
withstanding Italian-French friend- 
ship, authoritative sources said. 

Italy does not have the same bit- 
terness toward France it feels to 
ward Britain, these sources con- 
tinued, “but it has voted sanctions 
and it must take the consequences.” 

Premier Mussolini deprived sanc- 
tionist countries of any possible 
pleasure or profit in watching the 
figures of Italy’s foreign tfade 
shrink by deereeing to himself pow- 
er to kee peuch statistics secret.

Hefman Metcalf, engineer and 
switchinan at the eoke plant, who 
lives at 1218 Wachtel avenue, Lux- 
emburg, told the committee he was 
discriminated against when the 
NRA was introduced. He said he 
was in line for promotion to the 
position of foreman but a man who 
was a mefiiber of the company 
union got the job. He is a mem-

Counsel for Mrs. Berroyer 
contended that no connection had 
been shown between his client and 
the various phases of the baby case. 

He argued that evidence that she 
accompanied Wilfred Jones to the 
Jewish Hospital on July 11 with the 
Price baby, predecessor of the 
Ware child in the baby hoax, was 
beside the point. Even if admitted 
as true, he contended, it showed no 
connection with the Ware baby 
case. 

He conceded that Helen Berroyer 
was in the Muench home the night 
of Aug. 17-18, when the baby was 
reported born to Mrs. Muench, 
shortly after Anna Ware’s child 
was taken from her. But she was 
there, he added, in answer to a 
summons for her help. He declared 
Mrs. Berroyer was indebted to Dr. 
Muench because when Mrs. _ Ber- 
royer’s mother was “on her death- 
bed” two and a half years ago, Dr. 
Muench was called, and “she is 
still- alive.” 


The motion was overruled after 
Attorney Barker had argued less 
than two minutes to the effect that 
a connection between Mrs. Berroyer 
and the Ware baby case had been 
shown. Then counsel for Wilfred 
Jones made his argument, contend- 
ing that the order directing the 
production of the baby in court 
showed that Jones did not have cus- 
tody or control of the child, since 
it was not directed at him but at 
the Muenches. Barker waived ar- 
gument, and te motion was over- 
ruled. 

Although Keating had not offered 
any argument on behalf of the 
Muenches, the Commissioner then 
entered an order overruling the 
Muench motion.

RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 2.—The 
State Supreme Court affirmed late 
yesterday a compromise plan of set- 


tlement of the involved litigation 
over the $30,000,000 trust estate of 
Smith Reynolds, husband of Libby 
Holman, Broadway “torch” singer, 
but whether division of the tobacco 
fortune actually was at hand re- 
mained uncertain. 

Possibility that the agreement 
would be taken into the United 
States Supreme Court was seen in 
the contention of the Safe Deposit 
& Trust Co. of Baltimore, trustee, 
that jurisdiction was in Maryland, 
because the trust fund is in that 
State. 

The fortune was left in : pant by 


this father for young Reynolds, who 


was shot to death after a party at 
his home in Winston-Salem in July, 
1932, a few months after his mar- 
riage to Miss Holman. 

The compromise, proposed by 
Reynolds’ brothers and _§ sisters, 
would give 25 per cent of the estate, 
about $7,500,000, to Reynolds’ post- 
humous son, Christopher. 

Anne Cannon Reynolds II, his 
daughter by an earlier marriage, 
would receive 3742 per cent. A like 
share would go to the Reynolds 
family to establish a charitable 
foundation. 

Alll of the litigants agreed to the 
settlement except Reynolds’ first 
wife, Anne Cannon Reynolds Smith, 
and his mother-in-law, Mrs, Joseph 
F. Cannon, co-guardian of Anne II, 
who contended’ the entire estate 
should go to the 5-year-old daugh- 
ter. The lower courts upheld the 
settlement. 

The settlement plan includes $1,- 
000,000 awarded to Anne II and her 
mother in a pre-divorce agreement. 
Libby Holman Reynolds, whom 
Reynolds married six days after his 
divorce, would get $750,000. A com- 
promise payment of $2,000,000 State 
inheritance taxes would be made.

ALTON-MARQUETTE PARK DRIVE 
APPROVED AS WPA PROJECT 


Roosevelt Passes Plan for 16-Mile 
Road Along River; Estimated 
Cost $2,976,000. 
Construction of a_ scenic drivé 
along the Mississippi River bluffs 
from Alton to Marquette State Park 
has been approved by President 
Roosevelt as a WPA undertaking, 
it was announced yesterday by R. 
A. Favreau, assistant WPA admin- 

istrator in East St. Louis. 

The drive, 16%, miles long, would 
cost about $2,976,000 and would em- 
ploy 4000 men for one year. Ap- 
proval of the plan by Comptroller 
General McCarl is necessary before 
funds can be finally allotted.

Is 
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Two Doctors, Portrait Painter 
Testify Baby in Court’s Custody 
Strongly Resembles Anna Ware 


Statements and Conclusions of Drs. Zentay 
and Schmitz Refute Muenches’ Story 
Child Was Born to Them. 


Presentation of Anna Ware's 
evidence that the baby boy which 
Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench re- 
luctantly produced in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals at the order of 


the Court is her son, and not Mrs. 
Muench’s, was completed yesterday 
afternoon with expert testimony 
that the baby bears a pronounced 
resemblance to Anna, 

Dr. Paul J. Zentay, pediatrician, 
and former Assistant Health Com- 
missioner, testified: “There is a 
pronounced resemblance in the 
shape of the lips and the configura- 
tion of the eyes.” 

Dr, Edgar Schmitz, obstetrician 
and Xynecologist, testified: “se 
struck me forcibly that there was 
a similarity between the two indi- 
viduals. I was particularly struck 
by the fullness of the lower lip, 
the length of the upper lip 
and how far apart the eyes were.’ 

Charles F. Galt, well known St. 
Louis portrait painter, testified: 
“There is a similarity in the noses, 
and upper parts cf the ears, also 
about the mouth and eyes. What 
impressed me most was the general 
likeness.” 

Baby’s Weight, Its Significance. 

Dr. Zentay and Dr. Schmitz tes- 
tified also that the baby_.. Mrs. 
Muench produced in Court, now be- 
ing cared for at Children’s Hospi- 
tal under the direction of the Court, 
weighed 12 pounds, and for that rea- 
son could not have been a prema- 
ture child, since it was born only 
10 weeks ago. 

The testimony of the physicians 
that the baby was not born pre- 
maturely gots its significance from 
the fact that Dr. Ludwig O. Muench 
certified to the Health Department 
that a child was born prematurely 
to Mrs. Muench on Aug. 18, and 
from the testimony of the Negro 
nurse and Negro maid in the 
Muench home that the baby 
weighed 6% pounds on that day. 

One of the essential features of 
the Muench baby hoax which the 
Post-Dispatch has exposed was that 
the child should be premature. The 
reason was that Mrs. Muench, as 
she has stated, was advised by one 
of her lawyers that the confine- 
ment she told him she expected 
must be in a hospital—obviously for 
proof, if needed later. The child, 
therefore, had to be represented as 
premature to afford an excuse for 
not following this advice. 

Anna has identified in Court the 
baby now in the Children’s Hospital 
as the one which was taken from 
her on‘the night of its birth, about 
an hour before the announced time 


of the arrival of a baby in the 
Muench home. Anna’s baby at 
birth weighed 8% pounds on a 


kitchen scale. 

Slightly More Than 12 Pounds. 

The baby’s present weight, Dr. 
Zantay testified, was 5400 grams, 
or slightly more than 12 pounds, 
and its height was 58% centimeters, 
or 23.4 inches. These measure- 
ments, made at the hospital Thurs- 
day, were normal for infants be- 
tween two and one-half and three 
months of age. 

Dr. Zentay testified that a baby 
which weighed more than five 
pounds could not be considered pre- 
mature. The baby’s present meas- 
urements, he said, convinced him 
that it was a full-term infant. 

“If a baby weighs 12 pounds 
now,” Dr. Zentay testified, “it has 
made considerable gain, even if it 
started at 8% pounds. It has had 74 
days. The first two weeks there is 
no gain. That gives it only eight 
and one-half weeks to gain, and it 
has gained 3% pounds in that time, 
whereas the normal gain in that 
period of six to seven ounces per 
week.” 

“If the baby weighed only 6% 
pounds at birth, and was prema- 
ture,” he was asked, “could it have 
gained that much?” 

“We don’t consider a baby that 
weighs over 5 pounds premature,” 
was the answer. “But if it started 
at 6% pounds, it would have gained 
5% in the 8 weeks, and that would 
be unusually rapid.” 

Dr. Zentay’s Conclusion. 

Referring to the testimony of a 
newspaper reporter that he saw 
the baby in the Muench home on 
Sept. 13 and that it weighed 6% 
pounds then, counsel for Anna 
asked what Dr. Zentay’s conclusion 
about its present weight would be. 
The physician said that would indi- 
cate a gain of 5% pounds in six 
weeks, “a still more pronounced 
gain, and unusual. 

If a baby weighed 6% pounds on 
Aug. 18, and 6% pounds on Sept. 
13, Anna’s attorney asked, would 
it be possible for it to weigh 12 


pounds on Oct. 31? The witness 
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said it would be possible, but’ quite 
unusual, and would indicate that 
the baby had been overfed. 

One interesting feature of Dr. 
Zentay’s testimony was his account 
of the formula and feeding sched- 
ule for the baby which Dr. Muench 
telephoned to the Children’s Hos- 
pital. The mixture of canned milk, 
water ana vorn syrup, according to 
Dr. Muench’s instructions, was to 
be fed to the baby at four-hour in- 
tervals, 6 and 10 a. m., and 2, 6 and 
10 p. m. 

It will be recalled that Mrs. 
Muench, after her hysterical out- 
burst in court when the baby was 
taken from her, tearfully asked 
Commissioner Rush H. Limbaugh 
for permission to prescribe the in- 
fant’s diet. “Any change will make 
him sick, there are no two ways 
about that,” she said. “He’s been 
fed every three hours of his life.” 


Dr. Schmitz’ Testimony. 

Dr. Schmitz, also questioned about 
the weight of the baby, gave testi- 
mony supporting that of Dr. Zentay. 
Had the child been six weeks pre- 
mature, as the Muenches claim, he 
said, its present development would 
be that of a four-week-old full-term 
baby. 

“This baby,” he testified, “looks 
like a perfectly healthy, well nour- 
ished, plump, active, mentally alert 
baby about 10 weeks old.” 

On cross-examination counsel for 
the Muenches sought to make a 
point of the fact that Dr. Schmitz, 
a specialist in obstetrics, attended 
his wife at the delivery of their 
child. This touched on the state- 
ment of Dr. Muench that he and 
another physician, whom no one 
had ever named, attended Mrs. 
Muench when a child was born to 
her. 

Dr. Schmitz testified that while 
it was very unusual for a physician 
to attend his wife in childbirth, he 
had done so because there were 
special problems involved which 
he, because of his experience in 
that field, felt particularly well 
equipped to handle. Also, he point- 
ed out, his wife was in a hospital, 
“with all the attendance and hos- 
pital care that could be provided.” 

It will be recalled that Health 
Commissioner J. F. Bredeck testi- 
fied Dr. Muench, according to rec- 
ords of his office, had delivered 
only five babies in the 10 years 
preceding the reported birth of a 
child to his wife at their home, 

When questioned about the re- 
semblance of Anna and the baby, 
Dr. Schmitz testified he had taken 
particular note of their appear- 
ance, 

“T was in the back room when 
the baby was brought in,” he said. 
“I was looking for those things. I 
took a good look at the young lady. 
In fact, I went over to her and 
pushed her hat up, and when I 
looked at that baby I was par- 
ticularly struck by the fullness of 
the lower lip, the length of the 
upper lip, and how far apart the 
eyes were.” 

Portrait Painter on Stand. 

Galt, who lives at 4505 Pershing 
avenue, testified that he had been 
a portrait painter in St. Louis since

Socialism as a Solvent, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
FTER reading the letter of Frank 
Meadows (Oct. 16), I wonder what 
sort of economic system he does consider 
practical. Not Socialism, which advo- 
cates production for use. How much more 
practical is a system (or can it be called 
that?) in which most of the population— 
at least the “lucky” ones—work to pro- 
duce goods in return for which they are 
paid insufficiently to buy the commodi- 
ties they produce; a system under which 
food is destroyed because the people who 
need it have no money with which to buy 
it; where farmers are asked not to grow 
cotton, while shiploads of cotton prod- 
ucts come into Texas from Germany 
(which, in_turn, gets cotton from South 
Ameri¢ta or Russia)? 
There never has been too much cotton 
in the United States. If every family 
could have the cotton articles it needs, 
it would take about as much as we could 
produce. There never has been too much 
food in this country. If every person 
were to have sufficient food, it would call 
for moré farmers than we now have. 
When a nation’s economics are so adjust- 
ed that a vomparatively few people pros- 
per, while millions suffer, no sane person 
can call that practical.

| PUBLIC PARASITES. _ 

Twice during the last month “influential” lawyers 
and bondsmen have been caught trying to “fix things 
up” in the police courts. In spite of pronouncements 
by Mayor Dickmann and City Counselor Hay, the 
police courts continue to be clearing houses for petty 
political favors and happy hunting grounds for legal 
parasites. 

In the spring, when the Mayor was promoting his 
safety campaign, Mr. Hay had his prosecutors make 
daily reports on the number of cases not called in 
open court and then summoned reporters and issued 
a statement that no more cases would be heard in 
chambers. The reform lasted several weeks, Soon 
“influential” persons again were crowding the 
Judges’ chambers before court and paying fines for 
those who were too busy to make their appearance. 

The halls of the municipal courts are filled with 
lawyers, bondsmen and other “persons of influence” 
who prey on persons unacquainted with the proced- 
ure in police courts. Bondsmen get lawyers, and 
lawyers do favors for bondsmen, Fees are filched 
from the uninformed for entering pleas of guilty to 
violation of parking ordinances, for obtaining contin- 
fances, for other unnecessary services. Police court 
Judges are always lenient with minor traffic viola- 
tions and usually dismiss the case, show a record of 
conviction and stay the fine, or assess court costs. 
Peace disturbances are not tried unless one of the 
parties presses the charges, and then the case is 
usually referred to the parole office for a hearing. 
Persons unable to pay fines at the time of conviction 
are paroled and given time to raise the money. 
Judge Simpson has announced that he will accept 
no more traffic fines in chambers. Previously he had 
suspended an attorney from practicing law in Police 
Court No. i, after the attorney had represented him- 
self as a person of influence who could “fix things 
up” for a traffic-law violator. 
It is to be hoped that he and Judge Vest will carry 
on the good work and rid the police courts of the

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WORK-RELIEF BOGS DOWN. 

After all the ballyhoo that Federal relief would be 
discontinued by Nov. 1, Harry Hopkins now sets 
the date forward to Dec. 1. By Nov. 1, we were told, 
the WPA program would be in full force and effect; 
jobs were to have been provided for 3,500,000 per- 
sons; those persons on relief who are unemployable 
were to have been turned back to the care of the 
states. 

It has been apparent for many weeks that the 
work-relief program could not be ready by the Nov. 
1 deadline,’ For one thing, jobs could not be pro- 
duced -rapidly enough, even by Mr. Hopkins’ slain- 
bang methods. For another, most of the states have 
made no provision to take from the hands of the 
Federal Government the care of unemployables. 

Despite Mr. Hopkins’ airy assurances that Dec. 1 
will find the country operating under the plan an- 


that this will be true. Mr. Hopkins says the states 
have $500,000,000 available to assume the care of 
unemployables, but it was brought out at the Thurs- 
day press conference that this sum was estimated 
as of July 1. Since then, the money has dwindled 
greatly. In addition, under close questioning, Mr. 
Hopkins admitted that some Governors and relief 
administrators had insisted that much of this money 
is pledged to meet Federal grants on WPA projects, 
and is, therefore, not earmarked for relief. 

As time goes on, the conviction grows that the 
work-relief program was badly conceived and is 
being badly executed. Throughout the month of 
November, we may expect to see *r. Hopkins mak- 
ing a desperate effort to carry ot the administra- 
tioh’s pledge. This can only mean the allotment of 
vast sums of money to trivial or useless projects.

Plight of a Native St. Louisan. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WOULD like to ask “Relief Recipi- 

ent” how long he has been a citizen of 
St. Louis. I was born and raised here. I 
have been out of work for a year and 
three months and the year before that 
I just barely made enough to live on, I 
happen to own my home, but I have 
spent $1500 in the past two years, keep- 
ing off relief. That includes all the cash 
value on my insurance—I have sold sev- 
eral industrial policies both of my wife's 
and of my own—and I have a mortgage 
on my home. My parents were taxpayers 
here from the time of the Civil War, and 
their children have beeen taxpayers all 
these years and have spent thousands of 
dollars right here in St. Louis. 

Now, if I go to the relief association, I 
am told that I must mortgage my home

PASSING OF AN ART. 
Chicken stealing is not what it used to be in these 
parts. It used to be an art. Now it is nothing but 
a business. In the dear departed days—or rather 
nights—-when it was an art, the chicken thief was 
an epicurean, who took pride in his work. Now the 
work is done by organized groups with motorised 
equipment and mercenary motives. It has become 
a major industry and has reached such a pass that 
extinction of the hen is threatened and something is 
going to be done about it. 
Ross C. Saunders of Chicago has started a cam- 
paign to arouse and organize the farmers to give 
battle to the organized chicken thieves.

He runs the Prairie Farmer, which as long as eight 
years ago made a survey which revealed that in one 
year about 900,000 chickens were stolen from farm 
roosts in the State.

MONG the more curious phenomena 

marking what we hope is the fag-end of 

the depression are reports from various 
sectiona of the country indicating that we 
may be facing an actual shortage of skilled 
labor. 

With 10,000,000 persons out of Work, we 
are told that some industries experience dif- 
ficulties in getting the right sort of work- 
ere promptly to fill their present needa, and 
the shortage would obviously be intenaified 
with a return to normal production levels. 
Last July the American Federation of Labor 
calculated that there were, in All, 325,000 
skilled union workers unemployed. Yet 
when the call goea out for highly skilled 
workers in certain lines, it is often tardily 
or only partially answered. 


This is a paradox that requires an expla- 
nation. Steps muat also be taken to evolve 
remedies for a situation which may hamper 
the full measure of industrial recovery 
which should accompany an expanding de- 
mand for those goods called “durable.” A 
recovery in the durable-goods industries, we 
have been told, would take care of many 
millions of unemployed—perhaps half of 
those now on the lists, 


Samples given by business observers are 
interesting. A manufacturer of steel shafts 
for golf clubs found himself shorthanded for 
weeks after receipt of a large rush order. 
A factory making iron, ateel and bronze 
products for a variety of industrial plants 
has been going 25 miles away to get skilled 
workmen needed, and paying their transpor- 
tation. Production in this factory is on a 
50 per cent basis. Some shoe manufactur- 
ere report a scarcity of expert workers. The 
steel industry, in which more than 93 per 
cent of the employes are classified above the 
grade of common labor, finds difficulties 
with certain classifications even on a 50 to 
55 per cent operation level, with: the possi- 
bility of an acute situation should activities 
suddenly increase to 75 per cent. 


Temporary shortages of skilled labor 
have been attributed, 1 part, to their ab- 
sorption by WPA and PWA  operationa, 
many workers refusing to leave for short- 
time jobs in private industry even though 
they could, for a time, make much higher 
Warcs, 

There is also the fact that during the 
last five years industry has failed to train 
new men at anything approximating the 
normal rate. Even before the depression 
there was a growing restriction in appren- 
tice training. 

During the same period, the normal num- 
ber of older skilled workmen was. reduced 
by incapacitation and death, and age-limit 
requirements have for years been set lower 
and lower. Obsolescence and mortality 
among older workers are calculated at 
about 5 per cent a year, at least 25 per cent 
for the depression period, 


It is not hard to see that temporary and 
sectional shortages of skilled labor at this 
time might, with a wide expansion in indua- 
trial production, give rise to serious dis 
locations. 

Some factories have already adopted a 
comprehensive and efficient system of ap- 
prentice training as a long-time policy, and °

Other suggestions for remedying the sit- 


uation and preparing for the future include . 


a change in relief procedure in order not to 
deter expert workmen from accepting work 
in private industry, even if it is only tempo- 
rary. Alterations of relief-work wage lev- 
ela may be necessary in thia connection, 
and the spending of relief money for train- 
ing has alao been recommended. 

Private industry ie urged to devote spe- 
cial attention.to the development and re- 
training of mature workmen whose akill has 
become dulled by the depression and, per 
haps, relax age-limit requirementa to per 
mit the employment of older akilled work- 
ere who may be available. Letting down 
the immigration bars to European skilled 
labor has alao been suggested, but that 
seems impracticable, to say the leaat, at this 
time. 

The problem, however, ia before us, 
strange as it may seem. The shortage of 
skilled workers, though today barely vis- 
ible, should develop larger proportions with 
increased industrial actwity. The problem 
will hardly solve itself. The Government 
ean help some. Private industry doubtless 
will introduce measures of adjustment. We 
ehould not be confused by huge unemploy- 
ment figures. There will atill be jobless men 
when expert jobs are going begging.

chasing in England is stronger today 
than over before, Charles G. Tomlinson, ad- 
vertising director of the Co-operative Whole- 
sale Society, Manchester, said recently in an 
interview that the movement, because of its 
“influence in creating individual and corn- 
munity aolidarity, saved England from a 
serious catastrophe and social upheaval dur- 
ing the depression years.”

The co-operative movement, he asserted, 
has had a “tremendous social significance in 
England.” It gives the working classes 4 
solidity, individually and as a community, 
by teaching economic independence, Through 
the societies, the average working man be-

nomics and takes on a wider vision. 

Whereas less than 1 per cent of the retatl 
trade of the United States is done by con- 
sumer co-operative groups, about 13 per cent 
of the retail distribution in England is han- 
died by the co-operatives, Mr. Tomlinson 
said. He added that in 1933 the total mer 
chandise purchases of the English co-opera- 
tives amounted to £197,000,000, a figure 2 per 
cent under that of the previous year, the de- 
cline being due to price recessions. 

The Co-operative Wholesale Society, he 
asserted, has a membership of 7,900,000 fam- 
ilies, or the equivalent of 28,000,000 pao 
ple who are supplied with food, clothing and 
other commodities.

Asserts Attempts Should Be Made 
to Solve the Economic 
Side of War. 

A choice between peace and 
profits now facee the nations of 
the world, Bishop William Scarlett 
of the Missouri Episcopal Diocese 
said last night In an address be- 
fore members of the S&8t.

If the St. Louis University Billi- 
kens don’t see any more of the 
Warner system of offense this sea- 
son, it will be perfectly all right 
with them.

Mississippi's line was much the 
better and their backs, well- 
coached, “hid” the ball so success-

the field for a nice gain. 
These backs, from scrimmage, 
gained a total of 204 yards, while

Club (formerly the Stix and later 
the Centrals) could sustain itself 
and perhaps make some money by 
operating as an independent pro- 
fessional team.

Mr. Eichelberger said the League 
of Nations alone could prevent war. 
He is probably mistaken. The 
League has not prevented the 
Ethiopian war or the Japanese 


William Randolph Hearst Jr. sug- 
gested that “minding our own busi- 
ness” might be desirable. To avoid 
all danger of complications, he 
thought the Government, if neces- 
sary, might “pull every ship carry- 
ing the American flag off the seas 
until the war is over.” 

Mrs. Sinclair Lewis thinks “the 
League has always been motivated 
by the self-interest of its strongest 
members”; quite sound. 

Dr. Tittle, a clergyman of Evans- 
ton, Ill., said: “There will be no 
peace until there is justice,” which, 
if true, means that peace is some 
distance Off. 


This humble writer would suggest 
that the surest way to secure peace 
is to make yourself so strong that 
other nations would fear to attack. 

This nation could do it, if it knew 
enough. Nobody ever tweaked 


inflicts that indignity on the pres- 
ent Joe Louis, for good reasons. It 
would have unpleasant results. 

If this country could say to the 
nations of the world, “Come over 
and see how we could wipe out 
every city you possess, and kill half 
your population if you bother us,” 
that might make peace secure, bar- 
ring lunatics. 

World peace will come when one 
nation, or a group of nations pre-

ORE supreme bosh continues to be 
written about acting than about any 
other topic under the sun, except 

perhaps Communism, Napoleon brandy, 
American opera, the gustatory splendors 
of crepes Suzette, G-men, the profound 
meditations of Senator La _ Follette, 
Hollywood art, Enzo Fiermonte, and the 
wonderful work being done to rehabili- 
tate the defaulted guaranteed mortgage 
certificates. 

Acting is one of the few subjects on 
which everyone, especially those who be- 
lieve that “Three Men on a Horse” is 
a greater play than “Iphigenia in Tauris” 
—well, anyway, better entertainment, “if 
you know what I mean’’—constitutes 
himself an authority. There are conse- 
quently more’ unconstrained{ critics of 
acting in the United States than in all 
the other countries of the globe rolled 
together, and those who get paid pro- 
fessionally for the job are often not 
much more excessively luminous than 
their lay confreres. Although Coquelin 
was doubtless the only actor who ever 
lived who proved that he had a critical 
mind in the appraisal of acting, one 
nevertheless must sympathize with even 
the rank and file of actors themselves 
who are often dumbfounded to read trib- 
utes to their histrionic genius after per- 
formances which they privately, and 
quite honestly and correctly, have con- 
sidered eminently lousy—or at least not 
up to their standard.

Although she has 
played many plays in her native Ger- 
many, she was seen last season in Amer- 
ica in but a single one, a slice of tripe 
entitled “Escape Me Never.’ On the 
score of her performance in that single 
role, she was promptly hailed by most 
of the professional critics and by the 
larger share of the playgoing public that 
saw her as the greatest genius among 
living actresses, domestic and imported. 

Without going into an appraisal of her 
European repertoire, let us scrutinize the 
details of this single local performance 
and try to discover the reason for the 
Bergnerian hallelujahs. Her role in the 
play was that of a lovable little gamine 
who was endeavoring to win back the 
love of her seducer and simultaneously 
to retrieve a father for her illegitimate 
baby. The gamine phases of the char- 
acter Miss Bergner indicated with a 
greasepaint coyness and cuteness of such 
ferocity that Shirley. Temple herself 
seemed in comparison like an 80-year-old 
Mrs. Whiffen.

Any actor who can read a role in a play 
by a thinking dramatist with sufficient 
clarity to make himself understood is 
allowed to be a very intelligent actor. 
Any actor who has a decent speaking 
voice, who lifts it so he can be heard 
in the back rows, and who can stand 
firmly on his feet without wobbling, is 
praised as an actor of authority. And 
any incompetent actress who can get 
somebody to back her in a series of 
Shakespearean and Ibsen plays, all of 
them staged and performed with a woe- 
ful amateurishness, is sure to be given 
a banquet by some imbecile stage society 
and to be presented with a gold medal 
or silver cup attesting to her great pride

George Washington. 

The first day sales of the Boul- 
der Dam stamp at Boulder City, 
Nev., totaled $8850. The total num- 
ber of stamps sold was 295,000 
copies.. There were 166,180 covers 
cancelled, 141,180 by machine and 
25,000 by hand. — 

The fact which is not generally 
known is that the earliest airmail 
cover was carried over London in 
the year 1784. This cover is on ex- 
hibition in the Snell Museum of 
Physics in America.
